Walter Goodman, widely known 
Stoutsville farmer, is a patient in 
White Cross Hospital, Columbus, 
suffering from a severe back in­ 
jury' received at 4:30 p. rn.

KNUDSEN’S LABOR SLANT 
I T is something new for William S. Knud- 
* 
sen, top-flight industrialist and now 
production chief for National Defense, to 
speak out in public. When he does, he is 
likely to say something memorable. 
Here 
are rem arks he made the other day as his 
“ personal interpretation” of national labor 
policy: 
“ The idea that an emergency elimi­ 
nates the right of labor to negotiate be­ 
longs in Germany and not over here. 
“ The idea of pressure groups on the 
side of labor or capital belongs nowhere, 
and certainly not over here. 
“ The slow-down is criminal and to 
strike is stupid, unless good and valid re a ­ 
sons are there for it.” 
♦ 
It seems likely that most Americans, 
including most labor groups, can go along 
with this kind of thinking in a national 
emergency. 


COORDINATOR NELSON 
As the Defense Commission is now set 
up, each of the seven commissioners acts 
more or less independently in his own 
field. 
The only tie-up among them is in­ 
formal and confined chiefly to matters of 
general policy. There is no organized m a­ 
chinery to coordinate the agency’s far­ 
flung operations. 
U n d e r the proposed revamping, the 
members would continue to hold equal 
rank and be responsible for their individ­ 
ual spheres. 
But their activities would be 
coordinated through two m ajor changes. 
William Knudsen, soft-talking produc­ 
tion wizard, would be relieved of all ad­ 
ministrative burdens so as to concentrate 
his great talents on securing mass produc­ 
tion. Functioning as a Chief of Staff, he 
would be in charge of deciding what mo­ 
dels, types, plants, etc., w'ere to be pro­ 
duced to make possible the mass produc­ 
tion needed for modern military effective­ 
ness. 
The job of providing the ingredients of 
this 
mass 
production— raw 
materials, 
labor, transportation— would be up to the 
other commissioners. 
And to keep this 
machinery running smoothly, Procurement 
Director 
Donald 
Nelson, 
bespectacled 
managerial genius of Sears, Roebuck & 
Co., would be installed as Coordinator. 
He would act as the link between 
Knudsen, 
m apping out the 
production 
blue-prints, and the other commissioners 
putting them into effect. 
Nelson would 
be the tie th a t is now' missing and so ur­ 
gently needed.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Medical Science Is In Control Of Growth 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
• A week ago I quoted the saying 
of my friend, Dr. Thurman Rice, 
Director of Public Health, of Indi­ 
ana, that try as he might he could 
not think of any dish that had 
more vitamins than a bowl of 
strawberries and cream. I seem 
to have the faculty of creating 
opposition by my remarks, which 
troubles me because I am naturally 
of a peaceable and calm disposition 
and try to avoid arguments and

this time I had a number of sneer­ 
ing letters, which not only sneered 
at me but also at strawberries. 
I am happy to be able to justify 
Dr. Rice and myself and straw ­ 
berries by reporting on a brand 
new research. 
Vitamin C is a substance which 
every being needs pretty regularly 
from birth to old age. If a regular 
supply i3 not on hand the results 
range from a mild to a severe case 
of scurvy, to death. Very lew peo­ 
ple have scurvy and very few doc­ 
tors have even seen a case except 
under most unusual conditions, so 
the conclusion would seem to be 
quite logical that Vitamin C is 
widely and generally distributed 
in Nature. It’* pretty hard for us 
not to get any Vitamin C if we 
follow the ordinary habits of diet. 
In the first flush of our enthusi­ 
asm about vitamins it used to be 
stated that lemons and oranges 
contained the vitamin in the best 
quantities. Then tomatoes were 
said to have even more Vitamin C 
than oranges. We really ought to 
have known better than to stress 
these substances because we heard 
and repeated the historical story 
of the case of Jacques Cartier’s 
sailors who had scurvy and were 
cured by the leaf of a tree on the 
banks of the St. Lawrence. Then 
Mr. Vilhalmijhr Stefansson told 
us that he had lived a long time in 
the Arctic and by eatim? meat 
alone prevented scurvy.^ g0 
might have concluded that even 
though the body cannot manufac­ 
ture it or store it, it must be pres­ 
ent in most articles of food. 
So far as straw berries are con­ 
cerned, two investigators have 
found that straw berries have as 
much Vitamin C as the citrus 
fruits. This is very welcome, at 
least to me, not only because it 
justifies my quotation, but because 


strawberries, in my opinion, have 
great advantages from a gustatory 
and aesthetic standpoint. In fact, 
I would like strawberries even if 
they didn’t have any Vitamin C in 
them. 
Cabbage for Vitamin C 
Cabbage, the same piece of re­ 
search tells me, also has a large 
amount of Vitamin C. The daily 
Vitamin C requirements of an 
adult may be satisfied by thirty 
strings of cole slaw'. I put these 
statements down coldly as facts, 
wishing to do full justice to cab­ 
bage, but I feel I should add that 
for me cabbage lacks charm. There 
have always been things about 
cabbages which fail to stir in me 
that loyalty which I owe to all the 
products of a bounteous natural 
universe. 
To go back quite seriously to the 
Vitamin C question — about the 
only way to deprive yourself is to 
eat highly processed foods—candy, 
crackers, pancakes, molasses, and 
salt meats. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


A. R .:—“ Would you consider a 
person who has twice been vacci­ 
nated for typhoid fever to be per­ 
manently immune? Tho vaccina­ 
tions were given about three and a 
half years apart and three inocula­ 
tions were given each time.” 
Answer—Yes. Such an opinion 
is not simply the result of chance 
observations. There is a definite 
blood test—the Weidal reaction— 
which determines whether typhoid 
immune bodies are present in the 
blood or not. Experience with 
large groups has shawn that after 
one vaccination immunity lasts 
about seven years in half the cases 
and much longer than th at in the 
rest. A fter a second vaccination, 
immunity is permanent. These 
considerations apply to ordinary 
conditions. The experience of ar­ 
mies in the field shows that im­ 
munity breaks down in the pres­ 
ence of virulent massive infection 
and that individual prevention is 
not a substitute for sanitary pre­ 
cautions.

W ASHINGTON. Oct. 15 
The 
N ational D raft Board in W ashing­ 
ton officially predicted today that 
registration of the country’s 16,* 
500.000 men of conscription age 
tom orrow would proceed w ithout 
a "single hitch.” 
The prediction w as m ade as the 
senate prepared to hold a special 
session during the day to confirm 
President Roosevelt’s nom ination 
of Dr. Clarence A. D ykstra, head 
of the U niversity of W isconsin, to 
be national director of conscrip­ 
tion. 
Issued over the 
signature of 
Maj. Daniel E. Gould of Portland, 
Ore., the d ra ft board statem ent 
added th a t “all sta te s and the Dis­ 
tric t of Columbia have reported 
to national h eadquarters th a t they 
are in a IOO percent sta te of read­ 
iness” to carry out the first peace­ 
tim e registratio n in the nation’s 
history. 
I t w as again em phasized th a t 
the 
125,000 
registration 
places 
throughout 
the 
country 
would 
open a t 7 a. rn. while all men in 
line a t 9 p. rn. will be given a 
chance to register even if regis­ 
tration places have to stay open 
until 2 or 3 a. rn. 
20 Minuted Needed 
A pproxim ately 1,000,000 regis- 
tra rs will be in the registration 
rooms w ith as m any as 35 or 40 
a t some placer in congested city 
areas. 
It w as estim ated th a t it 
would tak e every man an average 
of 20 m inutes to register, 
not 
counting, of course, the tim e he 


m ight stand in line to g et up to 
; the reg istrars' desk. 
Men registering will be im m edi- 
! ately given their reg istration cer- 
; tificates. 
U nder the taw, the cer- 
| tificates m ust be carried a t all 
tim es. 
A fter registration places close 
tomorrow' night, the cards will be 
sent to the county clerks, sorted 
and then m ailed to local d ra ft 
boards. 
The 
local 
boards 
will 
then shuffle and num ber them in 
preparation for the national lot­ 
tery in W ashington which will de­ 
term ine who is called up first. 
The lottery will be held in IO days 
or two weeks. 
Maj, Gould declared th a t “there 
will not lie a single hitch in regis­ 
tration, the initial step for m obili­ 
zation of the nation's m an pow'er.” 
W ork to Continue 
He pointed out th a t registration 
during the last W orld W ar w as 
carried out in one day, and also 
th a t as m any as 44,000,000 per­ 
sons had voted on a single day 
in national elections. 
M aj. Gould 
declared, 
too, 
th a t 
reg istration 
could bo carried out w ithout any 
dislocation of vital work, explain­ 
ing; 
“In some states governors have 
proclaim ed sta te holidays while 
others have asked em ployers to 
cooperate 
by 
giving 
th eir 
em ­ 
ployes an opportunity to register. 
Because of the hours allowed for 
registration and the probability 
th at em ployers will stag g er w ork­ 
ing hours in other cases, there 
will be no interruption to vital 
w ork.” 
The Civil Service Commission in 
W ashington 
granted 
all 
federal 
em ployes throughout the country 
three and one half hours off so 
they can register. 
The conscription m achinery w as 
to be speeded up by nam ing of 
m any 
m ore

boards 
w ithin the next few days.
